t( Let rue alone,” said the Lord to Moses, 
when he pleaded with him in behalf of re- 
bellious Israel, “ let me alone that I may 
destroy them in a moment:” he could not, 
so to speak, proceed to take vengeance, un- 
less his servant would cease to plead for 
them. Abraham desisted from asking before 
the Lord delayed to grant his supplications 
for guilty Sodom. Sennacherib’s numerous 
host was too feeble to withstand the united 
prayers of Hezekiah and Isaiah : nor could 
Herod's prison and guards detain or destroy 
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Peter, when time was given to the church 
to pour out their prayers for him. Do we 
then hear of good designs which seem UWy 
to be frustrated through the artifices off t 
enemy, and their interference with mens’ se- 
cular interest? Let us remember that our 
prayers are the appointed and effectual means 
of removing these impediments s and perhaps 
the Lord delays the success of such designs, 
till he be importuned by the whole multitude 
of his people ; that, as he alone can send pros- 
perity, or give the blessing, so the whole 
glory may thus be given to him, whatever 
instruments he may honour, by employing 
them in such beneficial services. It is, how- 
ever, our bounden duty thus to assist all who 
labour to do good. We should pray without 
ceasing that the ministers of Christ may be 
faithful, hold, zealous, prudent, and success- 
ful; that the Lord would send forth labourers 
into his vineyard; that pure Christianity may 
be diffused on every side ; that the church 
may become as “ a city that is at unity within 

itself;” that at this time, “ when the enemy 
B 2 
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comes in like a flood, the Spirit of the Lord 
may lift up a standard against him that 
impiety and false religion may be sup- 
pressed; that Jews, Pagans, Infidels, and 
Mohammedans may be converted ; that such 
as are gone amidst manifold dangers and 
hardships, to preach the gospel in remote re- 
gions, may be protected, supported, comforted, 
and prospered ; and that the earth may speedily 
be “ filled with the knowledge of the Lord 
as the waters cover the sea.” 

u There is in general too small a proportion 
by far of supplication or intercession, in the 
devotions of Christians of the present day. 
Selfishness seems even to infect our religion : 
we seek comfort, and perhaps sanctification, 
for ourselves, the company, and our particu- 
lar circle ; but, except on special occasions, 
we are not apt to enlarge, to multiply our 
petitions, and fill our mouths with arguments, 
in pleading for our fellow Christians, and fel- 
low sinners throughout the world; or even 
for our own country, and the church of God 
that is amongst us. 
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Det no one make un worthiness, or discour* 
agement, or Want of liberty in prayer, aft 
Okcuse or reason for neglecting this bounden 
duty. In general, prayer for others is the 
best preparation for pouring out our own 
complaints before God with confidence and 
comfort; and did we more generally begin 
as our Lord hath taught us, “ Hallowed be 
thy name ; thy kingdom come ; thy will be 
done in earth, as it is in heaven we should 
more generally conclude with animated alac- 
rity, “ For thine,*’ O Lord, " is the kingdom, 
and the power and the glory, for ever and 
ever : Amen.”

4< The communion of saints is the great pri- 
vilege of all the children of God ; they may 
be separate from each other in body, and yet 
may daily meet at the throne of grace.

Where are they, or 
how engaged now? Perhaps this moment 
praying or thinking about me. Then I am 
roused to make their cases my own, and by 
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attempting to plead for them, I get strength 
to pray for myself/*

^think over all the real blessings which your 
indulgent love would wish him to enjoy; 
give full scope to the ardour of your feelings;

" The Rev. Mr. Romaine was in the babit f 
of devoting two hours every Friday to par- 
ticular intercession with God for his friends. 
He had their names written down on paper, 
and used to walk about his room, mentioning 
them one by one, and specifying their wants, 
as far as he knew them, with earnest sup- 
plication." 

The following extracts from the Diary of the 
Rev. David Brainerd, will shew the high 
importance which he, attached to the duty of 
Intercession . 

“ In prayer my soul was enlarged, and my 
faith drawn into sensible exercise ; I was 
enabled to cry to God for my poor Indians ; 
and though the work of their conversion ap- 
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peared “ impossible with man, yet with God, 
I saw all things were possible.” My faith 
was much strengthened by observing the 
wonderful assistance God afforded his servants 
Nehemiah and Ezra, in reforming his people, 
and re-establishing his ancient church. I 
was much assisted in prayer for dear Chris- 
tian friends, and for others that I apprehend- 
ed to be christless ; but was more especially 
concerned for the poor Heathen, and those 
of my own charge. I was enabled to be 
instant in prayer for them, and hoped that 
God would bow the heavens and come down 
for their salvation. It seemed to me, there 
could be no impediment sufficient to obstruct 
that glorious work, seeing the living God as 
I strongly hoped, was engaged for it.”— 
u My soul was much solemnized in reading 
God’s word, especially the ninth chapter of 
Daniel. 1 saw how God had called out his 
servants to prayer, and made them wrestle 
with him, when he designed to bestow any 
great mercy on his church.”—** While I was 
riding, 1 had a deep sense of the greatness

and difficulty of my work; and my soul 
seemed to rely wholly on God for success, in 
the diligent and faithful use of the means. I 
saw, with the greatest certainty, that the arm 
of the Lord must be revealed, for the help of 
the poor Heathen, if ever they were deliver- 
ed from the bondage of the powers of 
darkness .” — “ I spent an hour in prayer, 
with great intenseness and freedom, and with 
the most soft and tender affection towards 
mankind. I longed that those who bear me 
ill-will might be eternally happy : it seemed 
refreshing to think of meeting them in hea- 
ven, how much soever they had injured me 
on earth : I had no disposition to insist upon 
any confession from them, in order to recon- 
ciliation, nor of the exercise of love and 
kindness from them* I could not have spoken 
a word of bitterness, or entertained a bitter 
thought against the vilest man living. Oh it 
is an emblem of heaven itself, to love all the 
world with a love of forgiveness and bene* 
volence !* 
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** There is much in the preceding accoitnt,’* 
says President Edwards, “ to excite and en- 
courage God’s people to earnest prayers, and 
endeavours for the advancement and enlarge- 
ment of the Kingdom of Christ in the world. 
Mr. Brain erd set us an example in this respect; 
he taught the prosperity of Zion with all hie 
mighty and preferred Jerusalem above his 
chief joy. How did his soul long and pant 
after it; how earnestly and often did he 
wrestle with God for it ; and hoW far did he, 
in these desires and prayers, seem to be car- 
ried beyond all private and selfish views; 
being animated by a pure love to Christ, an 
earnest desire of his glory, and a disinterested 
affection to the souls of mankind. The con- 
sideration of this, ought to be not only an 
incitement to the people of God, but may also 
be a just encouragement to them, to be much 
in seeking and praying, for a general out- 
pouring of the Spirit of God, and an extensive 
revival of religion. I confess that God's 
giving 30 much of a spirit of prayer for this 
mercy to so eminent a servant of his, and 
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exciting him in so extraordinary a maimer* 
and with such vehement thirstings of soul, to 
agonize in prayer for it from time to time* 
through the course of his life* is one thing 
among others, which gives me great hope* 
that God has a design of accomplishing 
something very glorious for the interest of 
his church before long. One such instance 
as this* I conceive* gives more encouragement 
than the common* cold* formal prayers of 
thousands" 

The Rev. Daniel Wilson in a Sermon on 
the Death of the Rev. T. Scott* observes 
that " Intercessory prayer was his delight. 
He was accustomed in his family devotions 
to intercede earnestly for the whole church* 
for the government of his country, for the 
ministers of religion* for those preparing for 
the sacred office* for schools and universities* 
for the different nations of Christendom* for 
the Heathen and Jews* and for all religious 
institutions ; varying his supplications as cir- 
cumstances seemed to dictate. As he ap- 
proached the close of life, his deep humility 
c 
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of mind, and his zeal for the glory of Ins 
Saviour, were very affecting and edifying to 
those who were present on these occasions, 
lie was the aged saint filled with the love of 
God and man, and supplicating for the whole 
human race. More especially, he had for 
above twenty years been constantly imploring 
of God that he would open some way for the 
conversion of the world, as well as the more 
extensive diffusion of genuine Christianity at 
home, before he saw any apparent means for 
the accomplishment of his desires ; and when 
the establishment of the Bible and Missionary 
Institutions, seemed to afford a prospect of' 
the consummation which he had so fervently 
desired, his thanksgivings to God abounded.* 
On many occasions the beloved Henry 
Martyn displayed an extraordinary zeal in 
the duty which we are now recommending, 
and the following Extracts from his Memoir 
will shew that, like St. Paul, lie sought not 
his own profit, but the profit of many, that 
they might be saved

“ Falling in with the trade winds, the fleet 
made quick progress towards India; and 
whilst the breezes wafted Mr. Martyn to- 
wards the destined scene of his labours, many 
a sigh did he continue to breathe under ar 
sense of* his own sinfulness and weakness ; 
and many a petition did he pour forth for the 
nation to whom he was sent.”— “ After setting 
apart a day for fasting and humiliation, he 
began to pray for the setting up of God’s 
Kingdom in the world, especially in India, 
and had such energy and delight in prayer as 
he never had before experienced. “ My whole 
soul,” he said, " wrestled with God. I knew 
not how to leave off crying to Him to fuHi) 
his promises, chiefly pleading his own glorious 
power. I do not know that any thing would 
be a heaven to me but the service of Christ, 
and the enjoyment of his presence. O how 
sweet is life when spent in his service ! I am 
going upon a work immediately according to 
the mind of Christ, and my glorious Lord, 
whose power is uncontrollable, can easily open 

a way for his feeble follower through the 
c 2 
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thickest of the ranks of his enemies. And 
now, on let me go, smiling at my foes t How 
4 small are human obstacles before this mighty 
Lord! How easy is it for God to effect his 
purposes in a moment i* — Soon after his ar- 
rival in India, he wrote a letter to one of his 
friends in England, in which he says, “ I am 
now very far from you all, and as often as I 
look round and view the Indian Scenery, I 
sigh to think of the distance that separates 
us. Time, indeed, and reflection have, under 
God, contributed to make the separation less 
painful; yet Still my thoughts recur with 
unceasing fondness, to former friendships, and 
make the duty of intercession for you a happy 
privilege. Day and night I do not cease to 
pray for you ; and I am willing to hope that 
you too remember me at the throne of grace.” 
On another occasion he observes, “ In prayer, 
at the appointed hour, 1 felt solemnity of mind, 
and an earnest desire, that the Lord would 
pour out a double portion of his spirit upon 
ns his ministers in India ; that every one of 
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lift may be eminent in holiness and minis- 
terial gifts.”—

awful does the thought sometimes appear to 
me, that almost the whole world are united 
against God and his Christ! O Lord, how 
long will it be ere thou plead thine own 
cause, and make bare thine arm in the sight 
of the nations -“If there is one thing that 
refreshes my soul above all other things, it is, 
that I shall behold the Redeemer gloriously 
triumphant at the winding up of all things. 
O thou injured Sovereign, how long dost thou

“ prove me now herewith, saith the Lord of

Open their eyes to see 
the error of their ways, and t he danger of 
their state. Soften their hearts into penitence 
jbr their sins, and awaken them to a timely 
caere for their soul's. Olet thy Spirit convince 
them how dreadful is the* portion of ungodly 
men : and make them to know where their 
help lies, and what they must do to be saved. 
May all their high thoughts, and imaginations 
he brought into captivity to the obedience of 
Christ. Discover to* them the glory of thy 
blessed gospel, and enable them to receive its 
o 2 
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doctrines in the simplicity of faith* May 
the Lord Jesus become their Prophet, Priest, 
and King ; and may they look to him alone, 
for wisdom and righteousness, sanctification 
and redemption ! Thus let them be adopted 
into the family of thy children on earth, and 
hereafter let them be numbered with thy 
saints in glory everlasting* Amen*”

Intercessory Prayer. 

And Modps returned unto the Lord, and 
said. Oh this people have sinned a great sin, 
and have made them gods of gold 1 yet now, 
if thou wilt, forgive their sin : and if not, 
blot me, I pray thee, out of thy book which 
thou hast written. Exodus xxxii* 31, 32*
